THE NEER FAMILY 

Although the Runyans were nu* 
nitrous in Pleasant township the 
Neers were even inure so. Con* 
rad Ncer, who was burn in 1710 
and his wife Nancy were both 
born in tier many. The Philadel¬ 
phia record of German emigrants 
lists Conrad Ncer and his wife as 
arriving in America in (tic year 
1735. They settled in Louden Coun¬ 
ty, Va., and their descendants be¬ 
came so numerous that the village 
of Neersville in Louden county 
was named for them. 

About the year 1817 two sons of 
Conrad Necr, Henry and Phillip 
Ncer, both of who.i were old men, 
migrated to Ohio. Phillip Nccr, 
born in 174G, married Elizabeth 
Potts in 1774, and with their five 
children, all of whom were mar¬ 
ried and had families of their own. 
All came to Ohio and settled in 
Pleasant and Union townships. 

Phillip’s children were as fol¬ 
lows; 

Conrad Neer II, born 1776, mar¬ 
ried Elizabeth Ropp. They had six 
children. 

Janies Necr, born 1778, married 
Susanna l lam in on. 1 have a record 
of only one child. 

David Ncer, bom 1780, married 
Catherine Bartley. Had five chil¬ 
dren. 

Elizabeth Neer, born 1782, mar¬ 
ried David Durflinger. Had four 
children. 

Barbara Neer, born 1785, mar¬ 
ried Hezekiah Coe, had eight chil¬ 
dren. 

The Coes all moved to Ross 
County. AH of the rest lived in 
Champaign and Clark counties. 

Henry Neer’s family was more 
numerous than Phillip's family. 
Henry was born in 1748, he mar¬ 
ried Susannah Potts in 1782, the 
wives of both Henry and Phillip 
were sisters. Henry’s family con¬ 
sisted of nine children, some of 
whom had married in Virginia. 
Seven of these came to Ohio with 
parents. Two remained in Virgin¬ 
ia, but three of their children 
came at a later date. Hoary’s chil¬ 
dren were as follows: 

Nathan Neer, born 1784, mar¬ 
ried Jane Cunnard, had six chil¬ 
dren. 
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Amos Neer, born 1787, married 
Nancy Cunnard first, married Han¬ 
nah Golden second, eleven chil¬ 
dren. 

John Necr, born 1789, remained 
in Virginia, three children came 
to Clark County. 

David Necr, born 1790, married 
and lived in Virginia. 

Henry Nccr, Jr., born 1792, mar¬ 
ried Mary Ann Evans,'had seven 
children. 

Enos Neer, born 1796, married 
Catherine Demory, had seven chil¬ 
dren. 

Nancy, Catherine and Barbara 
Neer no record. 

Altogether 1 have ■ a compiled 
record of 856 descendant of ten 
of the foregoing children of Phil¬ 
lip anu Ilcnry Neer. This list docs 
nut incUulc any of the Neers who 
settled in the western part of 
Champaign County, and who be¬ 


longed to the same branch of Nccr 
family In Virginia. 

Very nearly ail of the pioneer 
Neers settled within a radius of 
two or three miles around Cataw¬ 
ba. One ecxceplion though, one 
family was close to Mutual in 
Union township. Many of them 
were a devoutly religious type 
and very active in church affairs. 
Henry Neer Jr. a son of the first 
Henry owned about a sixty-five 
acre farm where CaL.wba was 
platted in 1832 or 35, Mahlon Necr 
of the Phillip tine and William 
Neer of the Henry line were su¬ 
perintendents of the Methodist 
Protestant Sunday School for more* 
than a half century. Others of the 
family were active in the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal Church. Vernon 
cemetery contains most of the pi¬ 
oneer graves of this family with 
several of them in McConkcy Ce¬ 
metery. Neers married into the 
McConkey family on seven differ¬ 
ent occasions, there were multiple 
marriages in the Runyan, Co Hey, 
Cartmell, Woods, West, Wing¬ 
field, and Hunter families, also sin¬ 
gle marriages in many others. 


THE ROPP FAMILY 

This family was not so numer¬ 
ous as some of the others I have 
mentioned, llopps of German an¬ 
cestry and like so many others 
settled in Louden County, Va. In 
1810 Simon Ropp settled in survey 
4526 on Broad-Gauge road, Pleas¬ 
ant township. The Ropp cemetery 
was located on his farm. 

It became an abandoned ceme¬ 
tery years ago. The Ropps were 
closely connected by marriage 
with the Walt man and Neer fami¬ 
lies in Virginia, and all of the 
graves in the Ropp cemetery are 
of members of these families. Si¬ 
mon Ropp was born 1752, died in 
1836. He was almost 60 years of 
age when he migrated to Ohio. U 
is possible that only two of his 
children came to Pleasant town¬ 
ship, a son Jacob and daughter 
Elizabeth, the wife of Conrad 
Neer. All of them are buried in 
the Ropp Cemetery. 

Also buried there is David Wait- 
man, born in 1781 and his wife 
Margcret, born in 1790. They set¬ 
tled in surveys 4977 and 8333 also 
on Broad-Gauge road. The Walt¬ 
ham farm consisted of possibly 
better than 30o acres. Their child¬ 
ren were Jacob and William Wait- 
man, three daughters, one married 
Jesse Neer, one married Henry 
Grove and another married Jacob 
Grove. Also buried in the Ropp 
cemetery is David Neer, born in 
1778 and his wife Sarah Cather¬ 
ine, born in 1785. This man was a 
son of Phillip Neer. 

Coming back to the Ropps. In 
1860, five sons and daughters of 
Nicholas Ropp of Louden County 
Virginia migrated to Pleasant 
township. There were two sons, 
Jacob and John Ropp. The daugh¬ 
ters were Maria Everhart, wife of 
Israel Everhart, Elizabeth McClc- 
nen, wife of John McCienen and 
Eliza Ritchie, wife of Soloman 
Ritchie. All the Ropps were born 
in Louden County, ana all had 
partially grown children when they 
came to Ohio. Many married and 
became residents of Champaign 
County. Those in Champaign coun¬ 
ty were Ceorge Ropp and Sarah 
Jane Hull wife of B. F. Hull. 

William, John, Edward S. and 
Thomas Everhart all became resi¬ 
dents of Champaign County. 

The children of John McCienen 
all liv in Pleasant township ex¬ 
cept one, Emma Longbrake, who 
lived in Champaign County. Jacob 
Ropp’s children were also resi¬ 
dents of Pleasant township. 
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DUCK CREEK NO. 3 
RUNYAN FAMILY 

This is an extensive family ami 

an interesting one with two differ* 

ent branches in the iluck Creek 
Valley, One branch in the Ashbury 
Chapel neighborhood, in Pleasant 
township, the ottier in Union town¬ 
ship near Mutual. The family is 
supposed to have originated in the 
Isle of Jersey c.'f the coast of 
France. They were French Hugue¬ 
nots and because of persecution 
came to New Jersey in the sev¬ 
enteenth century. In July of 1668 
Vincent Rongnion was married to 
Ann Boutcher in New Jersey. Vin¬ 
cent Rongnion was born in 1645, 
died in 1713. He amt his wife are 
buried in the First Baptist Ceme¬ 
tery at Piscataway, N. J. Eight 
children were born to them. PJ1 
name only the sons, who have 
now Americanized the name to 
Runyan. The sons were John, born 
1669, Vincent Jr., born 1671, Thom¬ 
as, born 1675, and Peter, box*n 1680. 
From these four sons, Forest Run¬ 
yan of Springfield, Ohio compiled 
a geneology which he told me 
numbered several thousand peo¬ 
ple, who arc scattered throughout 
the United States. 

Since we are interested in only 
those who found their way to 
Champaign County, I will skip to 
a John Runyan, born in 1740 in 
the Shenandoah Valley in Virgin¬ 
ia. John was the great-grandson 
of Vincent Rongnion, He was mar¬ 
ried about 1768 to Susannah Hosi¬ 
er after which they moved to Har¬ 
rison County, W, Va., where he 
died in 1807, his wife survived 
until 1823, Meanwhile, after her 
husband’s death, she in .809 joined 
some of her children who had 
come *o Ohio about 1802, At her 
death in 1823 she was the first 
woman buried in A a b u r y ceme¬ 
tery. 


John and Susannah * Runyan 
were the parents of eight children, 
all born in West Virginia. Two of 
these children, a boy and a girl, 
were captured by Indians, the boy 
killed, the girl carried into captiv¬ 
ity and never again heard from. 
Three of Uie sons Abraham, 
George and Joseph came to Ohio 
and lived for a short time in But¬ 
ler County, where Henry Runyan, 
John’s brother was living. About 
1807 the three brothers came to 
what W's then Champaign County, 
all three secured farms in Pleas¬ 
ant township between Catawba 
and the Asbury Chapel. 

.Abraham born in 1783, married 
Sophia Lynch in 1801, she being 
born in 1781, George Runyan, 
born 1791, married Susannah 
Lynch in 1810, who was born in 
1789. Henry Runyan in Butler 
County also married Abigail, the 
eldest child of the Lynch family. 
A fourth daughter of the Lynch 
family, Telitha, married Andrew 
Baumgardner. These four sisters 
were daughters of Peter Lynch, an 
Irishman, who came from Ireland 
in 1774 and secured work on the 
farm 'of a Shenandoah Valley 
farmer, married the farmer’s 
daughter in 1776, and then served 
three years in the Revolutionary 
War. In 1779 they established their 
home near Clarksburg, Harrison 
County, W, Va. While Jiving there 
their home was attacked by In¬ 
dians and burned, the .family made 
their escape from capture, Clarks¬ 
burg is on U. S. route 50 about 
60 miles east from the Ohio River, 


Joseph Runyan, the third broth¬ 
er located in the Asbury neighbor¬ 
hood about 1811. He married a 
daughter of William Curl, All to¬ 
gether 24 children were born to 


those three Runyan brothers in 
Pleasant township. Must of those 
children married and lived In the 
local neighborhood. Large families 
were the custom in those days and 
Runyan descendants became very 
numerous. The Asbury Cemetery 
is thick with monuments that bear 
the Runyan name. 

The grave of Susannah Busier 
Runyan, the ancestral mother and 
the first woman buried there, is 
on the west side of the cemetery. 
The original grave stone has been 
replaced by a modern monument.

As you drive north from Mechanicsville on the old Hillsborough & Harpers Ferry 
Turnpike - 671 they call it now - there'll be a sharp left within three miles, and 
rounding the bend on the same side the three buildings of Neersville comes to 
view. 

Maybe it was Henry Near, maybe Conrad Near they named Neersvile for. Maybe 
both, for on the first day of April 1875 Henry"Near* and Conrad "Nears" as the 
deed named the brothers, leased the land from George William Fairfax, who was 
then subdividing his 29,170 acre Shannondale tract into lots more or less 100 
acres. 

In the 1818 deed the name "Near” is alternatily spelled "Near", and when 
Conrad died, in 1818, his invenntory - that of a prosperous farmer - is listed 
under the "Neer “spelling. 

In 1839, the Post Office Department established a post office at the store of 
George or David Neer. The post office was discontinued in 1956.
